House Approves 
Another Delay In 
Exhaust Rules 


WASHINGTON, May 27'NYT:. 
—The House of Representatives 
voted yesterdar to delay again 
end to permanentiy weaken 
Testrictions on automobile ex- 
haust fumes that constitute a 
potential health hazard. 

The House adopted: a ἢ Amend- 
ment to the Clean Air Act ‘of 
1970 that delays for two vears 
tougher emissions rules. It was 
favored by the automobile indus- 
try, the auto workers’ union and 
thetr allies and passed after the 
house narrowly defeated a com- 
proniise becked by the Caricr 
admunistra tion. 

Tt was the second mator 
defeat in two days for supporters 
of strong clean-air legislation.

Gets Co-Alead

CANBERRA, May 27 (WP).— 
Development of Australia’s huge, 
untapped uranium reserves was 
virtually guaranteed this week 
when a government-sppolnted 
board of inquiry recommended 
that mining in the country’s 
interior should go ahead under 
strict guidelines aimed at pro- 
tecting the environment. 

The report paves the way for 
the government of. Prime Min- 
ister Malcolm Fraser to sanction 
commercial development of the 
mines and export of the uranium 
ore. It could mean a huge new 
world trade for Australia. 

Whether the reserves should 
be opened has been 2 contro- 
versial question here for several 
years. The government board of 
inquiry took three years to com~ 
plete its report, 

The head of the board, Justice 
Fox, recommended tough rules to 
protect the commercial “imterests 
and the environment of abori- 
gines, whose tribes have lived 
for thousands of years on the 
Yand where the deposits were 
discovered in the early 1970s. 

Mr, Fox said that the greatest 
threat to the 600 surviving ab- 
origines in the area, known as 
Arnhem Land in the Australian 
Northwest, is a potential influx 
of whites once mi begins, 

While the board seid ft would 
be necessary to build small min- 
ing jtowns, it ‘recommended 
against building such things as 
motels and tourist hotels in the 
area, which the. aborigines con- 
sider sacred. 

‘The board also recommended 
that a huge national park, to be 
controlled jointly by the govern- 
ment and aboriginal councils, be 
set up to embrace the area of 
the uranium deposits.

U.S. Catholic Theological Unit 
Urges Sexuality Code Change 


By Marjorie Hyer 


WASHINGTON, May 37 (WP). 
—The Catholic Theological So- 
ciety of America will propose next 
month a concept of sexual be 


havior that would make Roman 
Catholics responsible for de- 
termining thelr own sexual be- 
havior code. 

The impending statement; it 
was learned, wili be sharply at 
odds with traditional Catholic 
taboos on contraception, homo- 
sexuality, extramarital sex. mas- 
turbation, sterilization, artificial 
insemination and child-free mar- 
Tigges. 

The society, an organization of 
Jay and ordained scholars, is not 
part of the hierarchy and has no 
legislative authority within the 
church. But the influence of its 
members is considerable, both in 
the teaching of future priests 
and 85 scholars whose role is to 
τοῖος and interpret church doc- 
trine in the light of contemporary 
life. 

The statement, entitled “Hu- 
man Sexuality: New Directions 
in American Catholic Thought.” 
declares that “wholesome human 
sexuality is that which fosters a 
creative growth in individuals." 

Not Sole Source 


In contradiction to orthodox 
Christian teaching, the theolo- 
gians conclude that, while the 
Bible sets forth some admoni- 
tions regarding sexual behavior, 
it cannot be the sole source of 
sexual guidelines, 

The theologians urge the 
church to “get away from a 
theology of sexuality... in terms 
of the individual act” and, in- 
stead, “get to the human values 
involved.” 

The heart of the theologians’ 
proposed new view of sexual 
morality is contained in the seven 
principles or values, Every sexual 
act, they meintain, should he 
“self-liberating, other-enriching, 
honest, faithful, socially re- 
sponsible, life-serving and joyous.” 

The theologians argue that the 
final decision as to whether 2 
particular action is moral or 
immoral should be made by the 
individual in the light of these 
“basic principles” rather than ac- 
cording to 2 code set by church 
authorities, 


Range of Questions 
In their statement, the theolo- 
gians discuss a whole range of 
sexual questions, from masturba- 
tion to “swinging.”

Because of recent concern over 
climate change, an effort will be 
made to investigate its causes 
“within the lbnitation of a one- 
year period of observation.” 

The satellite observations will 
be made from four vehicles in 
north-south orbits and five in 
geosyuchronous orbits, evenly 
Spaced around the equator. In a 
geosynchronous orbit the vehicle, 
22,000 miles aloft, is high enough 
so that its movement matches the 
earth’s rotation and it remains 
above’ the geographica! location. 


Sudeten-German Rally Stirs 


A Prague Protest to Vienna 


VIENNA, May 27 (NYT! 
Many thousands of Sudeten Ger- 
mans today started a Whitsun- 
tide rally here amid bitter con- 
troversy between Austria and 
Czechoslovakia, 

Prague, with diplomatic support 
from Moscow and other Eastern 
European capitals, has denounced 
the Vienna gathering as a “re- 
vanchist provocation.” 

The participants in the rally 
are German-speaking former 
Czechoslovak citizens who, at the 
end of World War I, fied or 
were expelied, 

Most of them now Hive in West 
Germany, By Sunday, more than 
200,000 former inhabitants of the 
Sudeteniand are expected to 
gather in Vienna, 

Nazi Ydeologies 

During the last few months. 
Prague has lodged several pro- 
tests with Austria criticizing the 
plans for the Vienna convention. 
Czechoslovakia contended that 
the Sudeten-German rally was a 
revival of Pangermanic and Nazi 
ideologies and was fostering 
claims to Czech territories that 
ethnic Germans once inhabited. 

Austria rejected the Prague 
protests as unwarranted inter- 
ference in its domestic affairs. 
Austrian Chancellor Eruno 
Kreisky, in a broadcast last week, 
rejected the label of “revanchist.” 
He argued that most of the for- 
mer Sudeten-Germans were, at 
present, better off in their new 
homes in the West than they 
had ever been in Czechoslovakia. 

Avoid Embarrassment 

Mr, Ereisky said that he doubt- 
ed whether any Sudeten-Germans 
wanted to return to live in Czecho- 
slovakia. He said that his own 
family had come from the Sude- 
tenland, the border territories of 
Bohemia and Moravia, Mr. Kreisky 
said he had received assurances 
from Sudeten-German leaders 
that during the Vienna rally they 
would avoid anything that might 
cause international embarrass- 
ment to the Austrian government. 

Before World War Τί, about 
3 million ethnic Germans lived 
in Czechoslovakia. Hitler incor- 
porated the Sudetenland into the 
Nasi Reich in 1938. 

Former Sudeten-Germans are 
grquped in many hometown and 
regional organizations. Sudeten- 
German rallies are held annually, 
usually in West Germany. In

demand for the hijacker’s extra- 
dition. 

Soviet and Swedish officials 
were at the Arlanda ITnterna- 
tional Airport when the twin- 
engine An? plsme departed, 
carrying 17 pasesngers and 5 
crewmen, 

The hijacker. a 37-year-old en- 
gineer from Riga, remained in 
custody. Authorities said he had 
asked to become a “refugee.” 
Police said he managed to con- 
vince a Soviet stewardess that a 
newspaper stuffed inside his coat 
‘was δι bomb. 

“According to preliminary in- 
terrogation, we understand he 
wants political asylum here even 
if he has not formally made the 
request πὶ so many words,” 8 
police spokesman. said. 

It was the first hijacking of 
a Soviet airliner to another coun- 
try since 1970, when two planes 
were hijacked to Turkey. 


Soviet and Japan 
Agree on Fishing 


MOSCOW, Mary 27 (AP).—The 
Soviet Union and Japan signed 
a provisional fishing treaty to- 
day after resolving the question 
of quotas. 

Differences hag centered on 
the amount of fish the Japanese 
can catch near four islands seiz- 
ed by the Soviet Union from 
Japan at the end of Word War 
TI and the amount the Russians 
can catch within the new 12 
mile zone of Japanese territorial 
waters, Japanese sources said.

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The American-Israeli Dialogue 


The intricate and disorderly dialogue by 
which the Gnited States and Israel] regulate 
their friendship is starting to work on the 
problem created by the election victory of 
Menahem Begin. whose stated views are in- 
compatible with the kind of Arab-Israeli 
settlement sought by the United States, To 
accommodate one possible coalition partner. 
the Democratic Movement for Change. Mr. 
Begin’s Likud bloc now says it would not 
ehange the status of the West Bank without 
seeking a Mandate in new election. A 
spokesman says that Mr Begin. aware of 
the dismay he has generated abroad. wishes 
to make clear that his claim of Israeli pos- 
session of the West Bank does not mean 
that a Likud government would not. in a 
Negotiation. yield some part of it. 

Mr. Begin plainly is at pains to convey 
that Likud would conduct ἃ policy not much 
different from that of the Labor party op- 
position. And although he stil: has a good 
distance to go to prove the point. he may pe 
more right than wrong. Israeli resistance 
to surrendering large chunks of the West 
Bank. and to seeing a Palestinian state 
established there. transcends party Lnes. 
The Likud win may not have created but 
merely advanced the time when an Amer- 
iean-Israeli collision on those issues would 
come. 

President Carter moved. following the 
Likud gestures. to acknowledge the fresn 
signs of “moderation” and to call for more. 


Taking the optimistic view. he suggested 
that further moderating influences would be 
applied on Mr. Begin—if he visits here—oy 
himself and the Congress and by American 
Jews. This last evidently was an unprece- 
dented singling out of the special interest 
many American Jews take in Israel, and of 
their parallel political interest in seeing that 
Israeli policy does not unduly strain the 
broad national consensus supporting the 
Jewish state The point is a fair one to 
make to Mr Begin, who in the past has 
tended to regard the American Jewish com- 
munity as a brigade available for political 
duty at Israeli command. 

Mr. Carter obviously is determined not to 
swerve off the Mideast track he started 
laying out in March. He seeks territorial 
withdrawal, the political elements of peace- 
ful relations and a homeland for the Pales- 
tinians. He feels. correctly. that the popular 
support he has mustered and the diplomatic 
initiative he has seized by his public words 
on the subject compensate easily for any 
political inconvenience he may have caused 
the Israelis or others.

Again, we have witnessed the deadly com- 
bination of South Moluccans—hysterical 
young men with guns—and hostages.

Trade vs. Protectionism 


Tr President Carter really means to head 
otf protectionism in trade, he will have to 
change his strategy. At the moment, he 1s 
avoiding confrontation with American in- 
dustries that seek shelter from foreign com- 
petition, preferring to blunt their demands 
by negotiating temporary import controls. 
But the failure of the recently announced 
import quota for Japanese color television 
sales to satisfy the appetite of some Amer- 
ican competitors suggests that the Pres- 
ident’s best hope lies in a fuller public cam- 
paig~ for free trade. 

The legal tactics of American television 
manufacturers—with the notable exception 
of RCA—have been complex, but the under- 
lying strategy is easy enough to understand... 
In recent years the Japanese have captured 
a sizable portion of the American color tele- 
vision market by selling αὖ very low prices. 
The Americans have been badly hurt and 
set out on a course of legal harassment. Led 
by Zenith, they took advantage of the vague 
statues governing foreign trade to challenge 
the l-gality of Japanese business practices in 
a haf-dozen ways. And the approach paid 
off handsomely: first. with a decision from 
the protectionist-minded International Trade 
Commission recommending tariff protection: 
then. with a ruling of the United States 
Customs Court making Japanese sets subject 
to special tariff penalties. Additional actions 
—a civil antitrust suit. a complaint to the 


Treasury alleging Japanese sales at less than 
manufacturing costs, and yet another Trade 
Commission petition—are still to be decided. 

The President's deal with the Japanese 
cuts television exports to the United States 
by more than 40 per cent over the next 
three years but does not bar the American 
firms from obtaining further protection 
from b0th courts and commission. More 
important, the President's willingness to give 
ground without industry concessions leaves 
the manufacturers free to press for still 
more. 

Is there, then. any way for Mr. Carter to 
turn off the clamor in this industry and 
others? The only chance lies in educating 
Congress and the public to the true costs 
of greater restrictions. The debate so far 
has been dominated by talk of lost American 
jobs and inscrutable Japanese marketing 
practices 
cost of protection in higher consumer prices. 
Jost Jobs in American export industries and 
the impaired strength of the democratic 
alliance of industrial nations. 

Political reality will, no doubt, dictate 
further compromises. notably in steel. tex- 
tiles and automobiles. But unless Mr. Carter 
rallies interest groups that are hurt by im- 
Port controls. including consumers and ex- 
porters, the protectionists may succeed with- 
oub a truly open contest.

‘War Music —‘The Iliad’ 
Without Its Tragic Quality 


By John Walker 


Loxmon: May 27 (aT) —I 

came away irom “War Music” 
at the Old Vie with the echoes 
of drumming in my ears and 
retinal impressions of flashing 
lights that seemed more the 
Symptoms of spproaching mi- 
graine than a receding remem- 
brance of the Prospect Theater 
Company's attempt at total the- 
ater. Christopher Logue's play 
reduces “The Iliad" to sound 
(composed by Donald Fraser) and 
fury. No chance for Homer, or 
anyone else, to nod during the 
evening’s fierce onslaught. 

In its old fashioned way, the 


. Production is thoroughly enjoy- 


able, a mixture of the poetic 
drama that was fashionable 30 
years ago and those troupes of 
exotic dancers who restage, with 
much stamping and shuffling, 
their obscure ethnic rituals. 

Toby Robertson directs with a 
visual flair that is much aided 
by Nick Chelton’s brilliantly ef- 
fective lighting that bathes the 
stage in cool whites and glowing 
golds and wine-dark reds for the 
bloody battles of the Trojan wars. 
Logue’s translations of Homer 
have a terse urgency and 8. mus- 
cular quality to metch the events 
they describe. 


Too Much 


But the company tries to do 
too much and too litte. The play 
crams in most of the action of 
Homer's 25 books, concentrating 
on Achilles’s petulant refusal to 
fight and, after the beroic and 
foolhardy death of his beloved 
Patroclus, his terrible revenge on 
Hector. Squeezed into a two- 
hour play, the story loses its com- 
plexity. 

Apart from Gary Kettel's vir- 
tuoso drumming the performed 
a Similar feat io Hans Werner 
Henze’s recent opera “We Come 
to the River”), the main burden 
of the evening falls on Timothy 
‘West as a modern storyteller of 
the war, munching a banana and 
Swigging beer from ἃ can in order 
to keep a certain sardonic dis- 
tance from the action. 

It is choreographed by the 
American dancer William Lou- 
ther, who 8150 contributes an ex- 
cellent character sketch of the 
cowardly Thestor. whom Patro- 
clus fishes from his chariot on 
the end of a spear. 

The actors. wearing loin cloths 
and helmets, sweat and grunt, 
Stamp and shuffie in simple tribal 
dances. At times, their controjied 
frenzy is impressive. But Lov- 
ther's basic movement for the 
actors, a sort of ponderous stiff 
sideways strut, rather like the 
goose-stepping of arthritic crabs, 
ig nearer Monty Python's silly 
walks than Homer's “Achilles of 
the Nimble Feet,” 

At its best, as in the duel be- 
tween Patroclus and Sarpedon, 
watched over by his father, Zeus, 
anxious to interfere. the work has

Not 
only is “War Music" gloriously 
martial, glamorizing the brutali- 
ties of war, but it also quite misses 
the tragic quality of “The Diad.” 

Logue is probably the best mod- 
ern translator of Homer. He 
Seams to have been led astray by 
creating a format that concen- 
trates on action, giving no scope 
for reflection. West narrates ad- 
mirably, but he is given no scope 
to do more than lift an eyebrow 
or light a cigarette to suggest a 
disepproval of the bloody struggle 
he describes.

At the Greenwich Theater, 
David Thompson has staged a 
curiosity, an all-male version of 
Bertolt Brecht’s “The Good Per- 
son of Szechwan" that, for the 
first time in the English-speak- 
ing workd and possibly anywhere, 
uses 8 cut and altered script that 
Brecht rewrote in California in 
1943 for American audiences. 

It seems no improvement on 
the more familiar version—famil- 
jar from reading rather than 
seeing it staged. Versions of this 
cautionary parable retain their 
power to tease the mind over the 
dilemma of Shen-Teh, who finds 
that her natural kindness brings 
only her own ruin, 56 that she 
has to pose as her harsh cousin, 
Shui-Ta, to survive. 

Brecht’s main change was to 
alter the character of Shen-Teh's 
lover. He is still an exploitative 
figure, only interested in her 
money. But whereas in the orig- 
inal, he rums a tobacco factory 
for Shui-Ta, treating the work- 
ers harshly, here he becomes a 
hopeless addict to the opium that 
Shen-Teh steals and sells in order 
to live. 

The moral of the play remains 
the same. that the good cannot 
stay good and survive, although 
Now it seems less Β fault of the 
way society is organized than a 
fundamental flaw in human na- 
ture. 

While there is some justification 
for having Shen-Teh's female- 
male role played by 2 man, 
Thompson's decision to use an 
all-male cast is not justified m 
performance. Some of the acting 
is dangerously near that of pan- 
tomime and, oddly, Paul Alexan- 
der is more effective as the soft 
Shen-Teh than as her masculine 
cousin, But Frank : Barrie is 
breezily virile as the lover,

It is probably unfair to read 
any novel, let alone a first one, 
in, the light of its author's other 
creative activities. But on the 
evidence of his cartoons, his 
screenplay for “Carnal Knowl- 
edge” and the plays of his that 
I have seen—“Little Murders” 
and “Knock"—Feiffer has always 
impressed me as an improviser 
of brilliant short takes and 
inspired gags. 

Yet “Ackroyd” is not partic- 
ularly funny, except occasional- 
ly, when one is forced to c.ep 
back from the story and con- 
sider from a distance what the 
characters are doing in a par- 
ticular sceme. There are very 
few puns in the book. And the 
Story the novel tells is interesting 
from start to finish (because at 
the bottom of it lies a curious 
mystery’. 

True, for a while the mystery 
has more to do with what Feif- 
fer is trying to do with his 
story than with anything organic 
to it. What in the world, we 
wonder, does he intend by 
creating a neophyte detective 
who calls himself Roger Ackroyd 
—the title character of Agatha 
Christie's ingenious “The Murder 
of Roger Ackroyd.” and— 
probably more to the point, 
considering what a zero Ackroyd 
considers himself to be—the 
subject-character of Edmund 
‘Wilson's essay "Who Cares Who 
Eilled Roger Ackroyd?” 

What sort of silliness is 
Feiffer up to when he involves 
Ackroyd first in the case of a 
missing parakeet named Snoopy. 
and then in ‘the affairs of a 
New York Times sports colum- 
nist and blocked novelist Oscar 
iRagst Plante, who hires Ackroyd 
to-solve such apparently trivial 
mysteries 2s who stole Plante's. 
literary notebook one night when 
de was drunk and why aren't 
the people on Plante’s “A-list” 
coming to his parties any more. 

But by degrees we become 
genuinely interested in the cen- 

mysteries of “Ackroyd.” 
which is what the two phrases in 
Plante’s stolen, and recovered, 
nmetebook actually refer to and 
why it is that no one who at- 
tended high school with Plante 
in Saratoga Springs can remem- 
ber Lim ang more. Yes, these 
also sound like trivialities In 
fact, the more I think about 
“Ackroyd” in the abstract, the 
more ridiculous. it begins to 


swallows him whole. ἢ 

Or the minor characters? 
‘There are caricatures here that 
only Feiffer could create—irom 
Colonel Trowbridge, the super- 
efficient commander of Ackroyd's 
Counter Intelligence Division 
section in Vietnam (he's moved 
up from gumshoeing), to Carrie 
McWhinnie, the aging political 
science teacher at Skidmore who 
is so young at heart—and in 
body—that Ackroyd actual’- con- 
siders seducing her. 

Yes. the women and the minor 
characters in “Ackroyd” are 
beguiling. and so are many 
pages of dialogue and Feiffer’s 
ability to bring a character to’ 
116 in a phrase or two. But 
what finally redeems the novel 
is the way Feiffer has dramatiz- 
ed his characters’ dependence on 
one another for their identities 
—the way Ackroyd collapses into 
Plante who collapses into his 
boyhood buddy Otis Kaufman 
who collapses into Plante who 
collapses into Ackroyd, so that 
the two main characters have 
virtually switched identities by 
the end. This is what eventually 
wins one’s respect for the 
novel—this, and the fact that 
Feiffer has found a genuinely 


novelistic form for his familiar 


obsessions.

Rules Limit Posts for Players, Coaches 


NEW YORK, May 27 \UPI. 
—Ecottomies in college football 
have created am unemployment 
problem among coaches and play- 
ers. 


- The Nattonal Collegiate Ath- 
letiexs Association. faced with the 
Soaring cost of athletics in recent 
years, has reduced the size of 
Toothall coaching Staffs and the 
number of scholarships that may 
be awarded. Many coaches were 
cropped when the staff restric- 
tions went into effect lest year. 
Fringe players could lose their 
scholarships under reductions in 
effect this year. 

“The rules have a two-fold 
Purpose, one for economy and 
another 85 ἃ movement toward 
better competitive balance.” said 
coach Vince Dooley of Georgia. 
“But the cutback in coaches put 
® lot of people in a bind and the 
scholarship limit just isnt fair 
to the players. 

"A lot of coaches are out of 
work. There sre no openings now. 
We have older coaches who can't 
find jobs and new coaches trying 
to get in but can't. It's a flooded 
market. It's driving a lot of good 
Men out of the business,” 

A year ago, the NCAA limited 
football] coaching staffs to eight 
full-time and two nart-time 
members. Some colleges had up. 
to 14 full-timers. 


Scholarship Rule 


The football scholarship rule 
disturbs head coaches even more. 
Under the new limit. 30 may be 
awarded each vear but the over- 
all} total for the entire squad 
must not exceed 95. Last year's 
limit was 30-105. At one time, 
before the cutbacks began. some 
conferences had limits of 45 to 50 
a year with no restrictions on 
the squad total. 

“You can't recruit 30 players a 
year and wird up with only 95 
overall” said Dooley, whose 
brother Bill is head coach at 
North Carolina. “Somebody's 
going to have to be cut.” 

The fringe player who has 
been around for two or three 
years without making the grade 
is the probable victim. 

“From the standpoint of the 
NCAA, we are operating on 
what would be legal and moral 
rounds. Zach scholarship is for 
one year and is renewable at the 


end of the year.” Dooley said. 
“In the past, unless there war 
Sofie unusual situation, such as 
2 discipline or stademic prob- 
lem, they were renewed automat- 
ically. If @ boy was on the B 
squad and contributed to our 
football. program by bis presence 
for two or three years We kept 
lum on. ἢ 

“Those sre the boys we feel for 
now because more than likely 
ther're the ones who are coe 
to have to be cut." ‘ 

‘A Bad Selection” 

Dooley said: “It's not their 
fault they aren't good enough. 
It's our fanlt because we made 2 
bad selection.” 

In some cases. normal attrition 
takes care of the excess player 
problem and “runofis" are not 
necessary. There also are other 
approaches. 


ΠᾺΡ Notre Dame, coach Dan 


Devine said he has recruited only 
28 players this year rather than 
dismiss two varsity veterans δῸ 
he can stay within the scholar- 
ship limit for the squad 

At Tennéssee, coach Johnny 
Majors has been working one of 
his wide receivers at defensive 
halfback and expects the player 
w go on both offense and cen 
fense next season in what Majors 
cails “a possible mode af the 
future"—dual roles and a ΤΡ 
to one-platoon football, 

“I believe in some scholarship 
limitations,” Dooley said. “Other= 
wise the rich would get richer. 
The 30-105 rule was more com- 
patible but 30-95 just isn't fair to 
the players. I think most coaches 
would like to see the 30-105 limit 
restored, Or, 25 per year and vo 
linvit overall might be okay. You 
could sign 285 a year and not 
worry about cutting somebody at 
the other end.”

SANDWICH, England, May: 27

Angry, Romantic, Hopeful Medical Memoir 


prurts (THT). When Freuch doctors 
reach a certain eminence they write 
hooks. There are books by the leading 
urologist and a leading pediatricien: the 
leading cancer specialist has published 
two.

Formerly a genteel ailment in French 
social, artistic and military circles, drug 
addiction has only recently been recognized 
as 8 plague among the young, In 1970; 
says Ὅτ, Olievenstein, a prominent pro- 
fessor claimed that there were only 27 
addicts in France and that he knew them 
al, while a government minister stated, 


“Our country's cultural traditions vaccinate’ 


us against drugs. Also, we have wine.” 
Now. stories of death by overdose in- 
crease daily. The government has just 


announced the creation of the post of - 


“Monsieur Drogue” to study the situation, 
Some commentators feel that Mr. Drug, 
like his predecessor Mr. Prostitution, will 
only serve to bury the problem; others 
wonder if oe has not been invented to 
disarm such anti-establishment figures as 
Claude Olievenstein, “People want my 
hide,” Dr. Olievenstein says. 


Society to Blame 


He bas irritated traditionalists by stating 
that addiction is an ilmess, not a crime, 
and that society is much to blame. He 
has used the word megalomaniac about 
himself, not entirely inaccurately, and 
certainly he has talked too much—in one 
French weekly be talked about his rela- 
tions with his mother, whom he called a 
Mrs. Portnoy, and about his problems with 
women—but he is also warm, affectionate, 
shrewd, dedicated and imaginative in try- 
ing to help those for whom he finds no 
cure, 

If he regards orthodox psychiatry as 
wseless, he is also opposed to Laingian 
anti-psychiatry and feels most strongly 
against the B. F. Skinner behaviorist 
approach, which he finds fascistic. Except 
jo rare cases. he is against such main- 
tenance drugs as methadone. “It just 
makes them into legal addicts,” he says. 

“Methadone has heiped to calm the fears 
of whites in New York, but it would have 
been better to rebuild the ghettos addicts 
live in, Since methadone came in, there 
has never been so much heroin addiction 
or child prostitution. I was just in the 
south Brons: I saw kids of 8 and 10 
prostituting themselves under the protec- 
tion of men with machine guns,” 
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Frizzy-haired, umtidily. shaven and 
known to his patients as Olive, Claude 
Olievenstein was: born 44 years ago in. 
Berlin and spent the war years hiding with 
his family in France. because he 
had had so little childhood himself, he. 


decided early on to devote himseif to. 
juvenile problems and, having been briefly — 


sidetracked to dentistry school, became 8. 
psychiatrist. In 1971, he founded, with 
government aid, the first clinic devoted to 
young drug addicts. It is in the disused 


Marmotian Hospital near the Etoile in 


Paris, 

Having worked in a balf-dozen mental 
institutions, Dr. Olievenstein was revolted 
by the immobility of French psychiatry, 
“the chauvinism, xenophobia and sclerosis 
that have transformed French psychiatry 
from the most brilliant in the world et the

start of the century to the most miserable 
today." . 

He saw there was no way that young 
drug addicts could fit into the orthodox 
institutional framework: They refuse fixed 
hours, couldn’t care iess about being “good” 
patients and they ask questions, They 
stare doctors when they hallucinate. A 

- visit to a San Francisco clinic in 1967 had 
given him the exhilarating feeling that 
anything was possible, a feeling he hadn't 
known in France since a brief moment 
after the Liberation. 

Marmotian began on an out-patient 
basis with casual hours, a 1960s pop decor 
and an atmosphere so funky that drug 
dealers began hanging out there, too. They 
were quickly expelled ang use of drugs 
- during treatment is not tolerated. Patients 
are treated free of charge aud only on @ 
voluntary basis. 

“When patients seek treatment volun- 
tarily, the chances of success are between 
20 and 30 per cent,” Dr, Olievenstein says. 
“If they come from fear of the law or 
because they are forced to come, the 
chances are 8 per cent. When they are 
brought by their families, the chances drop 
to 1 per cent.” 

The aim is to create an atmosphere in 
which the patient feels at ease during the 
terrible journey he is about to make. 
Various forms of therapy are available, 
but Dr. Olievenstein feels their use is 
limited. 

“T don't believe in therapy. Drugs bring 
ἃ pleasure, at least at first, that can never 
be found elsewhere. We have to convince 
them that their relationship with drugs 
is like 2 wonderful love affair that is over: 
Once it is over, they must find happiness 
elsewhere. For the addicts, Marmottan is 
a step on the way, a crutch. It cannot 
be more.” 


“You cannot cure addiction,” Dr. Olie- 
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venstein says. “As a report from Columbia _ 


University said 10 years ago, 50. per. cent 
of all addicts eventually stop, no matter 
wiiat the method, 20 per cent die, 15-per 


cent become imsane, 15 per cent eontinve - 


. to drug themselves, 

“So cur treatment consists in being 
present for the 50 per cent who. want vs, 
to encourage them and to be there in case: 
of an accident, It is a democratic process: 
Our ‘job is to help them once they have 
made thelr choice. It may take four or 


five years.” 
Success Story

ANKARA ‘IHT'!.—After two years of marual law and four years 
<2 of patchwork coalition governments, the election due on June 6 
will finally offer a chance for the country to obtain a more effective 
leadership. But with these elections also holding out the possibility 
of ἃ fundamental! shift of power from the right which has long ruled 
the country to the center and .eft, violence has spread from the 


campuses to the campaign trail. 


If one follows the party leaders into the mountains, one "soon 


sees how the bitter debates of 
Ankara rapidiy become a matter 
of sticks and stones and broken 
bones. Outside the mud huts of 
Gokcell up in the Pontus range 
above the Black Sex the women 
were out for once to see the 
opposition leader, Billent Ecevit. 
An hour's drive further, at 
Niksar, the extreme right were 
waiting, first trying to break mto 
the bus they believed Mr. Ecevit 
was traveling in and then stoning 
and shooting at the bus in which 
he did arrive. Four days later 
two of his delegates were wound- 
ed by pistol shots when they 
went to vote in election pri- 
maries. This time it was not the 


notoriously violent Laze people - 


from the mountains but rightists 
in the center of the country's 
capital. 

Passions are high. Oppomtion 


. supporters have been slaughter- 


ing four-horned rams—one horn 
representing each party making 
up the present Nationalist Front 
coalition which came to power 
im March 1975.

Deep-Rooted 


For decades Turkey has had 
‘an exceptional record of frowth 
and maintained one of the few 
funckoning parliamentary sys- 
tems in the developing world. Its 
instiimtaons have proved suffi- 
ciently deep-rooted to survive the 
strains of the street violence of 
1969-71 and the martial law of 
1971-73. But now with blood on 
the seams of this country, with 
deaths in the streets and the re- 
emergence of torture, the coun- 
try’s democracy is under strain. 

Internationally, too, there have

Alparslan Tiirkes, 

Now 60 years oki and head of 
the Nationalist Action party, he 
has been involved in politics for 
the 17 years since he read the 
radio announcement of the 1960 
coup. 

Then he was rapidly pushed 
aside by his more col- 
leagues. Today, despite winning 
only 34 per cent of the vote 
and four parliamentary seats in 
the 1973 elections, he is one of 
the country’s three deputy prime 
ministers. 

His public statements include 
condemnations of fascism but his 
armed supporters—described by 
the Ministry of Interior as being

The President of the Republic, 
Admiral Korntiirk, has seid pub- 
licly that he wishes to maintain 
his conviction that Mr. Tlirkes’s 
party is working patrioticallr. 

Although his backing is relative- 
ly small in number. Mr. Tiirkes 
is important for the effect he has 
had on the whole political pro- 
cess. Violence has bred violence

Mr. Demirel led the Justice 
party to sweeping victories in 
1965 and 1969, c2mpaigning on 
liberal economic policies and sup- 
Ported both by business and the 
country’s more traditional ele- 
ments. But then part of the right 
wing of the party split away, 
calling itself the Democratic party 
and challenging the Justice par- 
ty’s role as heir te the mantle of 
Menderes. In 1871 Mr. Demirel 
was toppled by the army and in 
1973 won only 29.8 per cent of the 


poll: in the previous elections he 
bad won 46.5 per cent. 

The DP won 11.3 per cent of 
the vote in 1973 but has failed to 
make a mark. Its leader, Ferruh 

i, has seen many of its 
nae drift back to the Jus-

Another center-right party ex- 
pected to bave a rough ride in 
the elections is the Republican 
Reliance patty of Prof, Turhan 
Fevgiogia.

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NEARA (HT).—Part poet, 

part mystic and part pni- 
losopher. Biilept Ecevit has lons 
represented the dreams of theze 
who seek an opening up of Tuzk- 
ish soclety. His six months as 
prime minister in 1973 are re- 
membered abroad for the Turkish 
landing on Cyprus. This was a 
mave which the army might well 
have forced on any other Turkish 
prime minister. but it proved 
beyond doubt his “nationalism"— 
an attribute questioned before- 
hand by his opponents. 

In the fortheoming elections 
this is less important than the 
vision of a “bright. liberal Tur- 
key" which he holds out to his 
young and devoted supporters. He 
believes the solution of Turkey's 
problems is more democracy, not 
less. He is no Marxist. Though 
supported by much of the left 
he is not a radical Socialist but 
8 social democrat. His favorite 
Politician is Willy Brandt. 

Once a student at the London 
Schocl of Economics and now 
aged 51. one year younger than 
Prime Minister Demirel, he calls 
for ἃ modernization of Turkish 
Vife on broadly Western prin- 
ciples, He presses for the eman- 
cipation of women and cam- 
paigns on the biggest issue of 
the moment, the slogan that a 
vote for. his party is a vote 
against the fascists and a τοῦς 
for the life and safety of the 
young. He is liable to be equally 
tough where the revolutionary 
left is concerned. He believes in 
gradualism but aims at remould- 
ing Turkey, both imternally and 
externally. 

In the following interview Mr. 


Ecevit glves his views. on how 
he would like to see developments 
in bis country: 


Q--Whai foreign policy do you 
plan to follow if elected? 

A—We wish to increase the 
weight of the unchanging geo- 
grapiic and historic realities of 
Turkey in our international rela- 
tions. This means we will give 
greater importance to our links 
and cooperation with the Medi- 
terranean, particularly the East- 
em Mediterranean countries, the 
Middle Eastern couniries and the 
Balkan countries. This inevitably 
means an opening to the non- 
alisred world a3 well. 

However, we believe this should 
not be considered as being in con- 
flict with our continued associa- 
tion with the West. Cn the con- 
trary, through enlarging our in- 
ternational relationships and co- 
operation in these directions we 
can contribute more to détente. 

But Turkey is situated in a 
critical part of the world. She 
cannot take the risk of making 
too dramatic or radical changes 
in her international relations. We 
are careful not to upset the deli- 
cate balance on which détente is 
based, Therefore we do not in- 
tend to leave NATO and on the 
condition that we can improve 
our Association Agreement with 
the BEC we ἀῦ not intend to 
leave the EEC. But though we 
would Uke to continue our rela- 
tionship with the West, we would 
never want to act 85 a represen- 
tative of the West in our region. 


Q—How do you see relations 
with the Soviet Union qdevrelop- 
ing?

1 
think the United States carries 
too great a burden of responsibil- 
ity This decreases the sense of 
responsibility of the other NATO 
members and decreases the flexi- 
bility and adaptability of NATO 
to changing conditions, You see, 
NATO in effect, means the United 
States to a large extent. Whereas 
NATO's European members may 
show flexibility to developments 
in Europe, the international rela- 
tionships of the United States 
are based largely on its internal 
political situation and the role 
of the United States as a world 
power.

I 
believe it is folly for a country 
in our geopolitical situation to be 
too reliant on decisions which 
may or may not be taken in the 
U.S. Congress. Waiting for such 
decisions has caused us to sus- 
pend our national security ar- 
Tangements for aver two years. 


Q—How do you act given these 
doubts about the West?

i Dec. 1, 1976, and the 
relevant articles of the Treaty of 
Rome have to be “taken into con- 
sideration.”

This 
States that Turkish workers who 
have been in Western Europe for 
over three years—as most of the 
600,000 have—now have the right 
to change jobs within the same 
region, Those that have been 
working in the community for 
five years are given job freedom 
within a single EEC country, but 
may not change countries, 

The Turks grudgingly accepted 
this as the best they were likely 
to obtain in the circumstances, 
but they were satisfied with the 
EEC commitment that if more 
workers are sought outside the 
community, Turks will be given 
Priority over those from third 
countries. This whole issue is 
to be taken up again in 1979. 
'The problem of full social security 
coverage for Turkish workers re- 
Mains to be settled. 

Where financial aid is concern- 
ed, Ankara also has its reserva- 
tions, The first two aid protocols 
were for a total $370 million, with 
ἃ further 845 milion blocked in 
the European Investment Bank 
(EIB) by Turkey's failure to for- 
mally ratify the deeds of acces- 
sion of the three new members. 
Bilateral aid disbursements and 
commitments to Turkey by the 
nine members of the EEC totaled 
$1 billion in the period 1970-75. 
A further 8384 million EIB aid 
covering the next four years is in 
the pipeline. 

That the EEC itself may have 
changed and be opening to the 
Third World is not objected to 
by the Turks but they insist that 
es one of the first countries to 
be linked with the EEC they have 
& priority. Instead, one official 
says, “Brussels treats us as if 
we are not Europeans and can- 
not be.” It is perhaps worth 
mentioning that, with the inhabi- 
tants of both sides of the Bos- 
phorus and Dardanelles tradition- 


ally of the same quiture, using 
the Turkish straits to define the 
border between Burope and Asia 
is somewhat artificial; the Ro- 
man geographer Strabo consider- 
6. that Asia began at the Tau- 
rps Mountains forming Turkey's 
southeast. 

The Foreign Minister, Ihsan 
Sabri Caglayangil, has expressed 
the fear that the EEC wishes to 
back out of some of its obliga- 
tions. Even the warmer support- 
ers of Turkey's links with the 
EEC wish to bring more “bal- 
ance” into a once-happy affair. 
Yet despite this the long-term 
view of most Turks is that the 
full integration into the EEC due 
to take place in 1995 should be 
hastened rather than delayed. 

The problems this means for 
Turkey are denied by none, nor 
the fact that Turkey's average 
income is only one-third of that 
in Italy, “We are a large coun- 
try. Whereas Greece's acces- 
sion means adding a new Bel- 
sium. ours would be equivalent 
to adding a new Germany or 
France,” one Foreign Ministry 
official says. 

Inevitably the impending ac- 
cession of Greete has altered the 
Turkish perspective. Fearful of 
being Ieft out in the cold, this 
March in Luxemburg Turkish 
parliamentarians obtained their 
European colleagues’ reassurances 
that there would be ἃ “globaliza- 
tion” of the treatment of new 
members, that is that Turkey and 
other would-be new EEC mem- 
bers from north of the Med- 
terranean Would be Created 
by the same criteria, The Turk- 
ish Foreign Ministry is keen 
that clear calendar dates be ¢s- 
tablished now for the develop- 
ment of the Turkish relationship 
with the EEC. It has noted 
Pnme Minister Cayamaniis's as- 
surances that Greece would not 
use its eventual veto against any 
uew applicant. But Turkey wants 
its foot well inside the door be- 
fore Greece is sitting at the table, 

Just as in 1959 when its appli- 
cation for associate membership

@Q—Does Turkey wish to benefit 
from the IMF's “Emergency 
Fund"?

worth. More dangerous, if a 
bank owns 25 per cent or more 
of the shares of any given com- 
pany. it can Jend it unlimited 
amounts—a measure perhaps 
necessary fifty years ago but now 
extremely ambiguous. 


One consequence of this and 
the lack of capital accumulations 
is that banks in Turkey do not 
restrict their activities to pure 
banking. Instead many dabble 
in other sectors of the economy. 

The trend for the alignments of 
banks and business groups secms 
to be continuing, with banks ac- 
quiring companies and companies 
acquiring banks, There was re- 
cently an application by OYAE— 
the sexi gewerics Army Mutuai 
Assistance Fund. which. fed bv 
conipulsory deductions from half 
a million military salaries. is be- 
coming one of the biggest groups 
in Turkey—to open its own bank.

Such construction accounted 
for 80 per cent of the value of 
building activity that year. Since 
then a boom in plant consiruc- 
tion has helped in a steady 
growth in this sector averaging 
75 per cent per year. in 1976 
construction accounted for 4.8 
percent of GNP at current prices 
and employed 3.8 per cent of the 
economically active. 

Quality, however, is variable. 
A small number of cities like 
Tamir hare built up a reputation 
for well finished housing but in 
most of the country the product 
is poorly finished. “The most 
important limitation is man- 
power." one contractor says. 
“Despite the high unemployment 
there is a lack of skilled workers 
such 85 masons and carpenters.” 

Many of these people hare gone 


to Western Europe for better 
wages. Contractors often hire from 
cafés and skimp on social in- 
surance payments, with the 
unions unable to prevent this prac- 
tice. Also, building is a seasonal 
job, not only meaning that few 
Workers specialize but that when 
peasants have planted their crops 
they flock by bus across Anatolia 
seeking jobs only until harvest 
time, 

This creates highly seasonal 
demands for materials such 
as steel and cement. In both of 
these areas there is liable to be 
8. shortage at the best of times, 
‘The state-run Karabuk plant and 
three private plants making steel 
for reinforcing concrete produce 
less than the quantities required 
each year, When shortages appear 
Some merchants will hoard, spec- 
ulating on prices being raised 
or imports being allowed—2 delay- 
ed process from which they can 
often benefit. There is often a 
considerable difference between 
the official sale price of such 
goods and the cost to the small 
buyer. 

‘Where cement is concerned, the 
entry of new plants into produc- 
tion is reflected in the way that 
consumption per head has risen 
nearly 50 per cent since 1974. But 
the apparent present surplus of 
supply over demand hides a 
shortage of finishing plant capac- 
ity. The one million tons of 
cement exported to Libya recent- 
jy was kHnker, a semi-finished 
product. This situation is now 
being corrected, though a “bottle- 
neck in sacks” is expected until 
the Mediterranean paper factory 
starts up next year. At present τῷ 
per cent of cement production 
capacity is in private hands. The 
“Heavy Industry Package” con- 
tains 18 cement plants to be built 
under state control 

As in other developing coun- 
tries, land and real estate offer 
higher ‘and quicker returns than 
industry. Private investment in 
housing in both i975 and 1976 
exceeded its investment in the 
industrial sector. The state spent 
$95 million om housing in 1976. 
ἃ mere 7 per cent of the total 
spent on the sector. 

In a country prone to earth- 
quakes this low quality is partic- 
warjs disturbing. Contributing 
to the low-quality standards is 
the fact that most contractors 
are small and, working under un- 
certain conditions in raw-mate- 


rial supply, credit and labor, they 
are often more concerned with 
ensuring 4 quick return on their 
investment than with pride in 
thelr product. In 1974 only one- 
tenth of the housing umits given 
construction permits were to 06 
put up br cooperatives, 
Recently there bas been the 
beginning of mass production for 
middle-income groups but so far 
little use has been made of pre- 
fabricated units. One contractor 
points out that such building 
methods would allow more pro- 
duction at times of low raw- 
matertal demand, though the de- 
velopment of this sector is op- 
Posed br those who wish con- 
struction lo remain labor - in- 
tensive. Five years ago eight 
of Turkey's larger dealers in 
housing materials decided to 
move into this field. Their jomt 
company. Toplu Konut Holding, 
Plans high-rise lox-cost mini-ci- 
Hies outside industrial areas such 
as Istanbul. Adana, Bursa and 
Eskisehir. Ther are now explor- 
ing licensing agreements with Is- 
raeli, French or Italian partners. 


Textiles

ample plains of cotton. Turkey 
has long given priority to textile 
manufacture. Ever since a Soviet 
kombir-" was set up in Kayser! 
in 1932 this has been one of the 
country’s leading industria) sec- 
tors. Among manufacturing in- 
dustries its output is second in 
Value only to iron and steel. It 
leads the table of exports of 
Processed geods. 

In money terms exports of tex- 
tiles and clothing doubled be- 
tween 1973 and 1976 to reach 
a total of $210 million, The state 
encouragement given to invest- 
ment in the textile industry 
seemed to be paying off. Do- 
mestic spinning capacity has been 
rising sharply with half of the 
country’s three million spindles 
dated post-1970. But last autumn 
exports. in particular to Tur- 
key's main export market, the 
EEC, began to drop. “In recent 
months they have literally been 
in a dive.” one factory owner 
says. “Even some of our largest 
companies are in deep trouble.” 

The crisis has been 2 dual one, 
As new capacity came on siream 
the domestic market became 
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Saled—particularly as cloth me. - 
chants delayed purchases, wait- 
ing for prices to fall, At the 
same time the BEC. running into 
difficulties in its own textile in- 
dustries, began to clamp down on 
imports. This affected both cot- 
τοῦ yarn and the non-processed 
cotton cloth which has become 
increasingly important to Turk- 

The EEC, faced with large sup- 
plies of such cloth from the Far 
East and exports from Turkey 
which had been heavily en- 
couraged by the state, decided 
that Turkey would have to reduce 
its export rebates. 

This it duly did on March 14, 
marking them down from 25 to 
10 per cent—incidentally yet 
further worsening the position of 
Turkish textile manufacturers. 

Production has grown rapidiy 
since the first Five Year Plan 
Started in 1962. In that rear 
cotton-yarn production stood at 
95,800 tons and cotton-fabric 
production at 5475 million me- 
ters. By 1969 these figures were 
165,000 and 825 million. Last veer 
they had reached 357,000 and 13 
billion. 

Turkey's main markets in 
Western Europe are keen to en- 
sure jobs for their own textila 
workers and prefer io import 
sinned cotton for spinning and 
wearing. Bur Turkey has recent- 
ly been selling ἃ ereater share of 
its cotron as yarn and, increas- 
ingly. as raw cloth, It has also 
given more emphasis to exportinz 
finished products. These are ex- 
pected to account for two-fifths 
of the value of textile exports 
this year. Blue jeans, suits and 
other finished clothing have 
taken over from carpets as ihe 
main finished textile product 
sold to Western Europe. 

Where cotton cloth 15 concern- 
ed. the country now has 40.000 
looms and, as in the spinning 
sector, four-fifths of capacity is 
in private hands and one-fifth 
owned by the Stimerbank, a state 
economic enterprise. _ 

More success has been had with 
mohair cloth, which the country 
has exported to Europe for over 
300 years. But the main recent 
development in the sector has 
been the mushrooniing of ready- 
made clothing plants. The trend 
in the industrialized couniries 
has been to transfer the ready- 
made garment industry to the 
developing countries.

Wood 
and Paper 


STANBUL (IHT'.—A few miles 
north of Istanbul end after 
driving under one of the few 
Ottoman aqueducts ome reaches 
the Eelgrade Forest. Like so 
many of Turkey's woodlands this 
has its saying by Eemal Ata- 
turk: “A country without trees 
is no homeland“ At the time 
he sald this, memories were still 
fresh of how the huge oak forests 
east of Iscanoul had been cut 
down by Russian prisoners during 
the First World War. Fuel ship- 
ments from the Black Sea bad 
become impossible. 

Today, the importance of the 
country’s forests is attested to 
by four articles in the Constitu- 
tion, Special laws protect them. 
Those convicted of burning for- 
ests, like drug offenders, are 
usually excluded from post-elec- 
tion amnesties. 

The mountain ranges along the 
Black Sea coast and the belt of 
hills leading gradually up to the 
Anatohan Plateau are the main 
areas containing the forests 
which cover one-quarter of Tur~ 
Eey's land area, 4 proportion well 
above that in Greece and similar 
to figures of other European 
countries. Of these, 99 per cent 
belong to the state and provide 
a potential living for one-fifth 
of the country’s population living 
in forest villages. Afforestation 
programs are expanding. A mas- 
sive forest road-building program 
is under way. aimed at coubling 
the length of forest roads in 
the next decade. With this com- 
pleted, it is hoped that all 20 
million hectares of forest will be- 
come accessible and will be pro- 
ductive forest, instead of the 82 
million hectares presently exploit- 
ed. Firebreaks are a relatively 
new practice, Sach year 9,500 
hectares of forest are lost. by fire. 


Self-Sufficient 


Such resources mean that Tur+ 
key is virtually self-sufficient in 
wood-based requirements, Fure- 
wood remains the main end-use 
but, even if industrial consump- 
tion of wood products rises from 
its present level of 0.15 m3 per 
head per year to somewhere closer 


to the HEC average of 0.68 m3, 


government officials expect this 


self-sufficiency to last until the 
end of the century. 

Dr. Mustafa Konukeu, an 
American-trained adviser at the 
State Planning Organization, ex- 
plains that the SPO is strongiy 
against the export of rax mate- 
rials, Other advisers say that. 
instead, first particle-board and 
then furniture plants are being 
encouraged, Seated at their 
metal desks they say that in 20 
years they hope to reach the 
stage of the Italian furniture 
industry today. 

At present only 20 of the com- 
try's 6,000 saw mills are of rea- 
sonabie size and only two are 
integrated to produce panels, 
plywood, fiber and particle-board. 
‘There is no shortage of sawn 
wood but prices are about 50 
Per cent higher than those in 
Scandinavia. ᾿ 

Three medium-sized furniture 
plants are in operation, while an 
automated plant at Diicee, east 
of Istanbul near the Biack Sea, 
is to enter production later this 
Fear, as are some half dozen 
Smaller plants, 

Already furniture exports total 
around $2.5 million per annum. 
They are subject to large’ tax 
rebates and the occasional scan- 
dal. One election issue has been 
the arrest of Yahya Demirel, 
nephew of the Prime Minister, 
for claiming tax rebates on fur- 
niture exports when, allegedly, 
he had only exported chipboard. 


Paper 


The good praspects of this in- 
fant industry are matched by 
developments in the field of 
paper, In 1575, four state plants 
accounted for four-fifths of home 
production of 382,000 tons of 
paper and paperboard, while’ 30.- 
000 tons were imported. These 
State plants come under the state 
organization, SEKA, Its oldest 
and largest plant is its congested 
headquarters st Izmit. After 
years of complaints, it is now in- 
troducing mechanical pulping to 
Teplace the sulphite processing 
which has led to intense pollution 
in the area. The plant produces 
most kinds of paper. Mrs. Ayse 
Ceyhan of the SPO explains that 
it is treated as a training plant,

Steel 


SKENDERUN (DHT).—Inaugu- 
rated by Soviet Prime Minister 
Alexei Kosygin in December 1975, 
the integrated steel plant built 
here with a $250-million Soviet 
credit bas still to reach its full 
initial planned output of 1.1 mil-~ 
lion tons of steel per year. Yet 
already work has started on 
doubling its capacity, a reflection 
of the shortage which threatens 
Turkey in the tron and steel vital 
to its industrialization drive.

NEARA (HT).—iIn classical 
times Asia Minor used to ex~ 
Port metals to other parts of the 
Roman empire. Today Turkey is 
& net bmporter of non-fuel miner- 
als and metals—and this despite 
the ore reserves stretching from 
the mountains Uning the Black 
Sea through to the dusty hills 
near the Iraqi border. These 
reserves include the world's third 
Jargest deposits of chromium, huge 
borate deposits end exploitable 
reserves of metals as important 
as tungsten, copper, lead and 
zinc. Quite apart from iron, which 
is dealt with elsewhere, the min- 
eral sector is thus a crucial one. 
Yet, for all the projects built 
with Japanese, American and 
Soviet know-how and despite the 
$200 million worth of projects now 
programmed, it is one from which 


courage foreign involvement in 
this field; they also sim towards 
making Turkey self-safticient, and 
this is close to being achieved. 

In 1975 Turkey produced three- 
quarters of its needs in non-fer- 
rous metals. This year, the gov- 
ermment'’s program foresees pro- 
duction at 95 per cent of its needs. 
But the bottlenecks already evi- 
dent mean that it is untikely to 
become a sudden new star on the 
world scene. 

Four-fifths of the metaliic ore 
reserves and two-fifths of the 
non-metallic ores are owned by 
the state. Its exploration agency, 
MTa, Maden Tetkik ve Amara, 
still has a long way to go before 
it can claim to have mapped the 
country’s mineral potential. State 
exploitation is all carried out 
through the Etibank, named after 
the Hittites, but one of the more 
dynamic of the state institutions. 
In some cases, this operates 
plants alone, in others ss ἃ 
majority shareholder and in yet 
others as 2 simple minority in- 
vestor. Its predominant role and 
the huge sums of capital required

Problems 


One corollary of this depen- 
dence on the state is that proj- 
ects are sometimes delayed be- 
cause of bureaucratic inefficiency.

like thet near Antalya, itt lacks 
an eternal flame, Discussions 
with the Japanese are now being 
carried out on how best to start 
the production planned for later 
this year. Capacity will initially 
be some 6 tons per day of tung- 
sten, 

In the field of copper, con- 
Siderable difficulties have been 
caused by the lack of ore-concen- 
tration equipment. The three 
Etibank plants at Samsun and 
Murgul on the Black Sea, and 
Ergani in the southeast of the 
country, have a capacity well 
over twice the country’s present 
consumption of 27,000 tons of 
metal per yeer. Despite this, 
Turkey is expected to import 
7.000 tons‘ of copper this year. 
Officials hope to have plants 
working at full capacity by 1979 
and to start an expansion of the 
Samsun plant, the largest one, 
as well as a new Black Sea unit, 
With rapidly rising consumption, 
they do not predict any exports. 

This same negative forecast is 
made for lead and zinc, though 
there are exports of zine ore. 
The Cinko plant at Enyserl 
opened up this year and has a 
capacity of 6,000 tons of lead and 
40.000 tons of zinc. Already 
Planners talk of a 50-per-cent 
expansion by 1982 and a further 
150-per-cent expansion after that, 
Bur they do not see any spare 
capacity for export, even if they 
recognize a potential market, 


the company -the biggest privately 

owned textile plant in Turkey- :

evident in the country’s long- 
ueglected provinces. aAgricul- 
tural development is beginnirs 
ta advance inland from the rich 
coastal areas and to roll back 
the habits of centuries in the 
Anatolian highlands, New crops. 
new seeis and greater use of 
fertilizers, tractors, irrigation 
and pesticides are helping to 
cause substantial increases in 
Fields. 

Accompanring this push for 
improving productivity is a gov- 
ermment policy to improve the 
distribution of income in favor 
of the rural population through 
such methods as paring delib- 
erately high prices for certain 
crops so 85 to ensure transfers 
from the budget-to sections of 
the rural poouistion. These 
policies are already beginning to 
pay after two record crops, and 
8. third fat year is expected. 

Agriculture has long been the 
moss crucial sector of the Turk- 
ish economy, accounting today 
for 58 per cent of employment 
and providing one-half of ex- 
ports and, until recently, 8 
similar share of the raw nmia- 
terials used by local industry, 

Since 1963 agricultural growth 
has lagged behind plan targets 
and averaged only 3.3 per cent, 
two-Zifths of the growth seen in 
the rest of the economy. Agri- 
cultural income per head today 
is only 20 per cent of that in 
other sectors, 


Erosion 


As for the interior, eltnough 
often described as a plateau, even 
the western end of tiis is cut 
by mountain ranges. Land with 
8 Slope of Jess than 8 per cent 
occupies only 16 per cent of the 
total area. Snow blankets the 
iuterior during the winter, limit- 
ing the crops which can be grown, 
while millennia of dry farming 
coupled with localized use of in- 
tensive jarming techniques have 
produced near “dust-bowl” cou~ 
ditions in parts of Turkey's 
granary, the Konya plain. Of- 
ficial data indicate thet two- 
thirds of the land suffers from 
soil erosion, 

Between 1925 and i950 the 
Tural population accounted for 

> per cent of the total popula- 
tion, The Minister of Agriculture, 
Borkut Ocal, seys that even after 
the recent Gecline in this shere 
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there are still too many employed 
in the sector, The marked fall 
in the economic position of the 
Tural population in relation to 
those living in cities is reflected 
in the continuing | drift from the 
villages. This Causes 
urban pepulation to rise at twice 
the L5per-cent imcresse in the 
rural population, 

Mr. Ozal, however, argues that 
the percentage of those employed 
in agricuiture should fall to West 
European levels of around 10 per 
cent by the turn of the century. 
He says that too many people 
are still employed in agricniiure. 
Allowing for the increase in 
population, this prediction would 
mean 8 formidable fall of two- 
thirds in the number of people 
employed in agricultmre, It would 
also require large increases in 
yields. 

In the 1950s production im- 
creases were mainly achieved by 
extending the area under cultiva- 
tion. Since then the rises In 
yields have reflected improve- 
ments in the quantity and quality 
of inputs. Mr. Ozal, a profes- 
sor in hydraulics at Ankara’s 
Middle East Technical University, 
stresses the need for the indus- 
trialization of agriculture. He 
points out that in the EEC there 
are 85 tractors for each 1,000 
hectares, whereas in Turkey there 
ere only 11 per 1,000 hectares. 

Already the tractor has revolu- 
tionized social life in the villages. 
In 1982 there were only 44,000 
tractors in the country, but by 


1970 this had risen to 100,000 and - 


last year to 315,000. Hiisnii Do- 
gen, head of planning at the 
Mimistry of Agriculture, says that 
the aim is to raise this figure to 
200.060 in the next five years. 
Last year 35,000 tractors were 
made in Turkey. In recent 
months contracts hare been sign- 
ed with companies including Fiat 
which, when completed, will in- 
crease this figure to 200,000. 

A similar growth has taken 
place in fertilizer usage. In 1962 
214,000 tons of fertilizer were 
used, but by 1970 the figure ex- 
ceeded 22 million tons and last 
year consumption totaled 5.5 mil- 
lion tons. This, however, is still 
equivalent to only one-quarter of 
the EEC average per hectare and 
Mr. Dogan forecasts that con- 
sumption will reach 20 million 
tons per year in the next decade.

As for the municipal authorities, 
in 1950 ‘there was only the Is- 
tanbul Council. Today. 31 muni- 
cipalities are involved, rarely 
cooperating, usually penniless. 

Keeping this creaking machine- 
ery going.is 8, complex job at 
the best of times. Where Istan- 
bul 18 concerned, it bas become 
almost impossible since the RPP, 
as in other big towns,’ won a 
landslide victory in the 1973 mu- 
uicipal elections. All went smooth- 
ly in the few months the RPP 
also formed the government, but 
since ite resignetion, Mr. Isvan 
has been in permanent conflict 
with Ankara, Like all mayors, his 
hands are stung by laws which 
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are Ottoman in concept and make 
the municipalities “mere chat- 
tels,” according to one councilor. 


As for finance, the municipality 
has Do revenues of its own, nor 
any right to impose taxes. These 
are all controliied and allocated 
by Ankara. 


Tt ig hardly surprising that Is- 
tanbul has no access to bank 
credits. In 1956 the municipality 
did issue bonds to pay for roads 
guaranteed by the government. 
But it soon found itself unable to 
pay the interest. “We don't even 
try with the banks now. There 
15 no public confidence in us,” one 
finance official says. 


Mayor Isvan believes the city 
must expand on both sides of 
the Bosphorus and that build- 
ing a subway for the center is 
Jess important than developing 
mass transit for the outlying 
areas. 


On this, as on many projects, 
he is in full accord with World 
Bank proposals. But a completely 
different approach taken by the 
government has led to the IBRD 
canceling a project involving a 


$25-million IBRD loan for buses’ 


and mass transit. In @ curt letter 
to the Ministry of Reconstruction 
last July, the IBRD complained 
of government neglect of the basic 
assumptions involved in the Mas— 
ter Plan. 


A second and even more crucial 
project delayed by Ankara is one 
to tackle the sewage situation. 
The Golden Horn, the once sweet 
waters of Europe, is now, Mr. 
Isvan says, “itself a sewer. It 
stinks.” 


A similer lack of progress has 
occurred in a plan first drafted 
ten years ago dividing Istanbul 
into residential, commercial and 
industrial areas, The municipality 
would lke to move the coal 
deposits and factories from ms 
banks of the Basphorus. Howev 
in January 1916 the first of the 
two Five-Year Plans aimed at 
Preserving and rehabilitating cer. 
tain crucial areas of town was 


started. This bas now reached’ 


the detailed planning stage and 
some first funds have been as- 
sured. 

This, too, like the second Bos- 
phorus bridge, is thus 2 project 
for the long term. if Istanbul is 
timeless, so, it seems, are its prob-

Ankara 


NEKARA  (THT).—“Ankara 

looks nice only when it is 
vanishing over the horizon,” say 
citizens of Istanbul, succumbing 
to the lowest form of wit at the 
expense of Turkey's capital, 


They are wrong. Ankara, does 
not look nice even when it is 
vanishing over the horizon. The 
city may have other points but 
beauty is not one today, nor 
probably was it when Saints Paul 
and Peter preached here to the 
Galatians, nor when Alexander 
the Great passed through. 


Half a century ago Ankara was 
a small town in the center of the 
vast Anatolian plateau, a few 
hundred dwellings perched around 
8. dusty citadel of no great fame. 
Probably it would have remained 
so had it not been for the First 


World War and the collapse of 
the Ottoman Empire. Atatirk, 
the founder of modern Turkey, 
made it the seat of government 
due to its central geographic po- 
sition, in place of Istanbul, the 
old imperial city. 

Atatiirk had invited a German 
city planner to lay out his new 
capltal and it is to this man that 
the ministries and the parliament 
owe their Germanic appearances. 
But his plans went awry, basic- 
ally because he calculated that 
Ankara, would have a population 
of two million around the end of 
the 21st century. That figure has 
been reached today, making 
it the country’s second biggest 
urban center after Istanbul, Its 
expansion has been neither plan- 
ned nor pleasing to the eye. 


While growing, Ankara acquired 
many of the problems which are 
typical to all Turkish cities. In- 


frastructure—water supply, elec- 
tricity, roads, parking lots. tele- 
phones and the like—is insuffi- 
cient. It is not unusual to wait 
for a telephone line for five years, 
and having a telex is 2 luxury not 
uulike possessing a yaclt—it 
costs $35,000 on the black market. 


Undoubtedly Ankara’s worst 
problem is air pollution. This 
arises from the extensive use of 
Jow fuel content lignite and high 
sulphur content fue) off and is 
aggravated by the bowl shape of 
the efty. For half the year start- 
ing from September a blanket of 
smog covers the entire city with 
poisonous gases like carbon 
monoxide, sulphur dioxide and 
selenium particles. For months at 
a stretch the level of pollution is 
four or five times more than in- 
ternationally accepted safety 
Uniits. 

Although everybody is talking 
about air pollution nobody can 
decide who is responsible for do- 
ing anything about it and experts 
say that deaths such as those 
which occurred in London in the 
1950s will occur within the next 
few years. One embassy regularly 
evacuates its diplomats’ wives and 
ehildren for the winter. 

One of the few pieces nf good 
Tuck that the city bas had for 
8 long time has been the election 
of a social democrat architect as 
mayor in 1973. Mr. Vedat Dalo- 
kay has used the small munici- 
pal budget ingeniously, expanding 
roads, building roumdabouts and 
parks, planting trees and flow- 
ers and concentrating his efforts 
on taking mumicipal services to 
the outlying gece’sndu districts, 

It is not only good to have 
Mr. Dalokay but fun: well He 
says that “to be perfect a man 
must be a bit cracy” and fre- 
quently lives up to his defini- 
tion, During a debate on legisla- 
tion which he opposed, he wreat- 
ened to close down the parliament 
because, he claimed, it was built 
without a municipal permit. Af- 
ter the execution of Basque na- 
tionalists in Spain in 1975 he 
started a minor diplomatic inci- 
dent by threatening to cut off the 
Spanish Embassy's electricity and 
water and leave its garbage un- 
collected. He put up 2 “for sale” 
sign in the municipal building 
and invited bids when the govern- 
ment refused to give him money 
to pay his workers. He got the 
money.

Since the present National Front coalition took office

Turkey has long devoted ἃ 
considerably iower share uf its 
low national income to education.

At present, 38 per cent of the 
population aged 8 and over are 
illiterate, though for women 
alone this figure is 60 per cent. 
Some 90' per cent of the children 
of primary school age ettend 
schools, 44 per cent of those of 
jumior high school age. 13 per 
cent of high school age end § per 
cent of those in the age group 
for university and higher edura- 
tion, according to Professor Altan 
Ginalp, chairman of the Univer- 
sity Admissions Board. The 
ratio of girls attending school 
falls off. rapidly in the higher 
age groups, with boys outmumber- 
ing girls four to one in junior 
high schools, 

The attendance figures have 
greatly improved in the past 20 
years but this has led to increas- 
ing pressure on facilities. In 
Ankara itself many schools work 
on a three-shift basis. In the 


provinces one teacher 15 often 
expected to cover five classes 
at the same time—even, occusion- 
ally, at junior high school level. 


Technical Schools 


The teacher shortages are less 
acute al the vocational and tech- 
nical schools, These have their 
eccentricities: girls may study 
several subjects—including flower 
decoration—but cannot be accept- 
ed for a number of courses in- 
cluding electronics. 

But the problem is of quantity 
rather than quality, The same 
is largely true at the universities. 
For the 40.000 places in higher 
education there were 360,000 ap- 
Plicants; one-half of these were 
people who had failed to enter 
last year and one-quarter were 
students unhappy with their pres- 
ent courses. 

‘Wher it comes to budget de- 
bates the educational lobby hes 
long been a weak one, Teachers 
haye no right to strike to press 
their claims for higher wages. 
Being underpaid, the profession 
fails to attract many of the 
20.000 who graduate each year 
from the teachevs' training col- 
leges. “Teachers hate a low so- 
cial status. The graduates prefer 
safe jobs in banks or private busi- 
ness to what is in effect the 
most insecure profession in Tur- 
key, They are under continuous 
fire from political and religious 
groups." according ‘to a leading 
educator.

Social Security 


Trade unioniso scems to cover 
Jess than 15 per cent of the half 
nullion wage earners in the ag~ 
ricultural sector.

The rural popu- 
lation is also excluded from the 
cover given by the three major 
existing social security organiza- 
tions. These protect clvil servants 
and industrial workers where 
sickness. injury and maternity 
benefits are concerned. and also, 
although to a lesser extent, ar- 
tisars. The various private 
Schemes cover over two-thirds of 
the workers in the private sector 
and bring up to two million the 
dumber of Turks covered by so- 
cial Insurance. Pensions are paid 
to men at 55 and to women at 50, 
or after 25 years' service, a re- 
Nection of the relatively low life- 
expectancy of Turks. Under four 
million men were benefiting from 
state social security programs at 
the end of 1976. 


It was only im 1974 that a 
Munistry for Social Security was 
first created. The International 
Labor Office isno™ helping devel- 
op its actuarial side Social 
security experts argue that the 
ministry's problens are both te 
arrange and finance its existing 
services and to extend them to 
cover the unemploved, These are 
not only neglected by the state 
imsurance schemes but by the 
planners too.
